Young Man Tempted to Steal 


From a Bank 


SAID TO BE $13,000 SHORT 


Teller of a Philadelphia Institution 


Who Fled From That City la Cap. 
tured by Boston Police—Admits 
Identity and Two Years Tnievlng', 


Boston, Aug. 17.—William E. Douglas, 


aged 2(1, who is wanted by the Phila- 
delphia police for the alleged embe/zle- 
ment of $13,000 from the Guarantee 
Trust and Safe Deposit company of 
that city, was arrested yesterday in 
Roslindale. 
Until May \ Douglas was 


assistant teller of the company. On 
that date his resignation was asked for, 
aud he tendered it. 
An examination of 


his books revealed the fact that he was 
$13,000 short in his accounts, and a war- 
rant was issued for his arrest. 
His 


whereabouts, however, wereunknowu. 


Douglas does not deny his identity. 


He says that for two years he had been 
in the habit of confiscating sums from 
the trust company, and insists that it 
was necessary that he should, in order 
to live up to his reputation. 


He was first tempted to steal, he 


said, when he found he had contracted 
debts which had to be met with cash. 
From that day on his living expenses 
Increased, and the high life he led neces- 
sitated the stealing of more funds. He 
wns bonded by the United States Fi- 
delity and Guaranty company. 


Douglas, who was unmarried, lived 


with his mother and sisters. 
At first 


his salary of $1000 easily defrayed his 
living expenses. 
But that was five 


years ago. 
It was not until two years 


ago, however, that Douglas says he 
became desperate and stole from the 
bank. 
He does not know how much 


longer it would have continued without 
detection had he Hot resigned. 


The Boston police, after being told 


that Douglas had relatives in the neigh- 
borhood, kept watch"tor him. Inspect- 
or McGarr went to Roslindale yesterday 
afternoon, and saw Douglas on the 
street. 
Accosting him with, "Hello, 


Douglas," the young man acted as if 
dazed, and did not run. 


According to his story he left Phila- 


delphia June 28 on a bicycle, and ar- 
rived in Boston on July 4. He stayed 
in the city for a day or two, and then 
went to Needham, where Le engaged a 
room with board. 
He made frequent 


visits to his relatives in Roslindale 
while hiding in Needham, but always 
on his bicycle.

"There are made also colored leads foi 


use in pencils for movable leads. These 
artists' pencils of bne sort and anotiiei 
are used not atone by artists, but by ar- 
chitects, engineers, designers., draftsmo) 
and others having occasion to use line 
colored pencils. 


"Then there is a great variety of color- 


ed pencils for general use, for ciiocking 
and marking aud so on, in office and 
store and library and factory, some ol 
these being sometimes used on testily 
fabrics as well as on paper nnd wood.

Almost any business man can 
tell of numberless .instances in big ex- 
perience where other 
business men 


finding it to their real or fancied ad- 
vantage to break a contract or ignore 
an obligation have done so and ap- 
parently without 
compunction, cer- 


tainly without offering a good reason. 
The disposition- to avoid obligations 
which are felt to be irksome is by no 
means peculiar to Mr. Shaffer. In con- 
demning hSm, the whole army of evad- 
ers of their obligations must be con- 
demned also—throwing stones at the 
head 
of the steel workers' strike.—

It is quite a question whether Pres- 


ident Shaffer is to be roundly de- 
nounced for his action in holding the 
fate of the amalgamated association 
to be higher and of more consequence 
than a contract entered into by a por- 
tion of that association.

Accepting this 
Interpretation, the steel workers' con- 
tracts with the. individual concerns 
ceased to have force when these Indi- 
vidual concerns lost their identity in 
the Btecl trust.

While now and then there may be cases 
of disgraceful acts oh his part to othera 
of our most beautiful feathered crea- 
tures, tie has always behaved himself in 
my presence.

with Hie catbird, robin, brown thrush, 
oriole and many other birds in and 
around any promisee. 
The\ little chap 


cheers n^ v. ith his presence and cheery 
noto all winter 
Thousands of them are 


killed off by depp snow, cnld and want of 
food. 
Not only is he a benefit to us in tho 


way above mentioned, bet he is a shield, 
a protector to all the other birds, in that 
he gives tip his life to trr.tnp eats, hawks 
and the boy with the rifle. 
If be were 


not with us, surely all the other birds 
would hare to suffer, 


I saw an article in one of our maga- 


zines advising the wholesale destruction 
of the sparrow with grain soaked in poi- 
soned water. What a terrible combina- 
tion that is to get in the hands of some 
idiot, who would use it and destroy num- 
berless other feathered songsters. Last 
winter one of my neighbors soaked corn 
in poisoned water and scattered it for the 
destruction of crows. He killed a bevy 
of quail. I saw the dead birds. Besides, 
many other birds have suffered with the 
quail. 


Before condemning this little chatter- 


box make your home with him Stimmer 
and winter, and the more yon see of him 
the more you will see his value to the 
farmer, and yon will find on the long, 
cold and1 dreary days in the country ,in 
winter, when all the other warblers ore 
in the sunny south, these little Innocents 
will brighten your pathway with their 
cheerful notes.—Forest and Stream. 


From the effective character of their 


weapons of offense and defense, rattle- 
snakes have a great advantage in the 
struggle for existence asninst all animals 
except man and hU domestic companion, 
the pig. Hence in unsettled localities in 
Nortlj America they are abundant, es- 
pecially in the warm regions of the south 
and west. In many places they are the 
most abundant species of snake, as, for 
instance, on the plains, where no species 
is as oftf>n seen as the Ootalns conflu- 
entus. That they hnvc been much more 
abundant in many wild parts of the east 
than at present is indicated by the great 
quantities of their bones which are found 
in the caves of the limestone regions of 
tho Mississippi valley. The pig, as is 
well known, will destroy and eat rattle- 
snakes with impunity. It is said that the 
poison is not sufficiently introduced into 
the circulation to cause death, owing to 
the thick adipose layer with which the 
domesticated pig is covered.

"Some time aso I 'read about a man 


Who went to tb« SulliTan-Kilrain prize- 
fight and who wan so badly sunburned 
that he could not Wear • laundered shirt 
for a week afterward," remarked Old 
Bport. "I WSH at that fight, and I know 
that the story about the heat of the sun 
on the spectators there that day in tha 
piny woods of Mississippi was no sneok- 
er'ri article or fairy story either. But 1 
know one man who blesses the sun for 
what it did for him that day. That muu 
Is Major Ed Hughes, a geutlemau sport 
and gambler and for many years at the 
head of the fire department of Louisville. 
Major Hughes was a warm friend of tho 
immortal John L, and was in mortal fear" 
at the time that he would not be able to 
get leave of absence from the city coun- 
cil that he might come down to New Or- 
leans for tho fight. The Itave of absence 
was so uncertain that he had to decline 
the invitation of the champion to become 
his bottle holder in the contest that was 
fated to go down ia the history of pugi- 
lism aa the last fight in America under 
the London prize ring rules, calling for 
bare knuckles. But Major Hughes final- 
ly got his leave of absence and hurried 
down to New Orleans, arriving here late 
In tho afternoon, but a few hours before 
tho special trains were to leave for Rich- 
burg. 


"In the fighting crowds on the train go- 


Ing out to tho fight a scrap started in 
the coach in which was Major Hughea, 
and in some way his straw hat was 
knocked of! in the scrimmage, and it was 
lost out of the window. In that crowd 
no man had two hats, and so the major 
showed up at the ringside with no covering 
to his head. Ilis head, if anything, was 
balder than the proverbial billiard ball. 
As the rays of the sun struck that oval 
and shiny surface they glinted and rico- 
chetted from it and were thrown with 
almost blinding dazzlement into the eyes 
of the spectators.

A Kentucky Gentleman Who Thought 


All Nettroec Spoke Alike. 


"Brought ap in Kentucky as I was," 


said a man who gets arouutS some, "it 
never occurred to me that a negro conld 
speak any other language than his mas- 
ter had taught him, and as his master 
was always plain American it was nat- 
ural that he should speak the language of 
the Americans. The first time I went to 
New Orleans and beard the colored roust- 
abouts and stevedores on the wharfs and 
the nurses with their white charges on 
the street jabbering away in French I 
conld scarcely realize that the Louisiana 
darky was of the same nation as his Ken- 
tucky confrere, although quite aa apt as 
not the parents off the French speaking 
roustabouts in New Orleans had been 
born in Kentucky and sold south. 


"At that time I first heard the joke 


that was current along the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi about the German immigrant 
who had got a job as a deckhand on a 
steamboat. About the second day of his 
cruise a darky who spoke German was 
added to the crew, and as the raw Ger- 
man listened to his talk in astonishment 
his fellow deckhands told him that the 
black man used to be as white as he was, 
but that two or three trips in southern 
waters always turned a Dutchman black, 
and at tbe very next landing the immi- 
grant slipped ashore and disappeared. 


"Once in Venice when I was pretty 


hungry to see something American I saw a 
black man who looked as natural as if he 
were fresh from the blue grass, and I 
hailed him as a man and brother, quite 
regardless of the fart that we have 'Jim 
Crow" cars In Kentucky. Instead, how- 
ever, of his talking to me in my own lan- 
guage be started in on some unknown 
tongue, and at once he seemed to me to 
be quite the barbarian, and I got away 
from him as fast as I could. Later I 
learned that he was a sailor from a 
Greek ship in the harbor. He looked like 
a home darky, just the same. 


"But it '9 in New York city that I have 


found the oddest specimens. Sometimes 
black, but oftener yellow, these darkies 
are at work as waiters, elevator boys and 
at other light labor, and I had frequently 
heard them talk with an accent which 
was accounted for by the face that they 
were from the West Indies. I supposed 
their broken English was the result of 
their efforts to get away from their moth- 
er tongue, but recent inquiry develops the 
fact that in a great many instances they 
know on'r broken English nml bad been 
taught to speak it so, or rather they had 
not been taught at all, but had picked up 
the language as they beard it spoken by 
their parents and elders. 


"The last one I talked to was an ele- 


T«tor boy, and he appeared to speak with 
inch an effort tb«t I began to question 
him how long he had been in the United 
States and where he had come from. 
Antigua was his home, he had been In 
tbe United States • year, and be only 
knew broken English and bad never 
known any other language. I could hard- 
ly believe him and watched closely to 
catch him Upsing into big mother tongue, 
bnt be did not, simply because broken 
English was all be knew. He had an ex- 
cellent command of that, but excellence 
In tbis regard Is hardly to be commended, 
t think. It is nofirmble that these West 
India colored people do not talk after the 
fashion of our southern negroes, and they 
•M the V as frwly as do northern peo- 
pl«."-Detroit Frw Press.

SPEARS ON SHAMROCK II 


yachting Expert Considers Cup 
Challenger a Dangerous Boat. 


ONE ILL SWEPT LINE IS HEE 


, J>eOlare« Her Model Above Water I« 


the Cleanest Ever Built—A Bnlldoc 
B«» Not Beem Sent en «. Hound'* 
Errand Thte Time—Thouslit to B« 
•12 Hinvtei Futer. 
/The appearance ot the new Sham- 
rock as she rides the water at the Erie 
>asin Is most disquieting, says John 
R. Spears, the noted yachting authority 
n the New York World. In nothing 
that was written on the other side was 
she adequately described, and nearly 
ierery description of her that was sent 
bere was seriously misleading. 


For, 
without any exception, the 


tnodel: of the new Shamrock above 
water- is the -most beautiful and the 
cleanest and swiftest of any that ever 
sought for or defended the cup. 


Let it be fully understood that these 


adjectives are applied only to what can 
be eeen. above water. Her lines under 
•water may be wrong in various re- 
ipects, though that Ss scarcely possible. 
In all reports sent from England 
lhamrock II has been described as 
nring her greatest breadth of beam 
irried well forward Into her bow. It 
•as even asserted that she was broad- 


abreast of if not forward of her 
it The story was simply untrue, 


ier greatest breadth of beam Js within 
iv« feet of the frame that lies half way 
itween her stem and her taffraiL So 
.ntiful is the curve of her rail that 


'.othing but a'tapeline can tell where 


e geatest beam is found (unless, of 
iurse, those in her will tell), but after 


and careful observations from 


th ends of her, from both sides and 
•om a point thirty feet above her 
eck, I am convinced she is broadest 
:actly in the middle, and tapers with 


rual grace forward snd aft In short, 
•In this feature in her proportion of bow 
to stern Shamrock II is perfect, ac- 
' cording to the best American ideas, as 
well us to the best Ideas in Europe, and 
she is the only challenger that has ever 
shown perfection In this matter. 


If the reader would like to make an 


wrtline of the deck plan of Shamrock 
U, he can draw a straight Hne 13.7 
Inches long and at the middle of it 


. draw a line 2.4 Inches long at right 
(angles, placing half of the short line on 


each side of the long one. Then sweep 
the arc of a circle from one end of the 
long line through each end of the short 
jone to the'other end of the long one. 
.That will not be a perfect plan, but It 
jwlll give an adequate Idea of one fea- 
ture of this beautiful hull. She is said 
to be 137 feet long and a trifle over 24 
fee*t broad—say 24 feet 2 inches, the 
breadth of Columbia. 


The heavy quarters of the hull of 


Shamrock I are well remembered by 
pll who saw them. Fewer spectators 
Observed that she was also heavy In 
the bows, but the general effect of her 
bull led a celebrated British admiral to 
speak of her as a bulldog sent to catch 
B greyhound. 


( The writer now warns the patriots 
that, so far as one can Judge by seeing 
what is above water, Shamrock II is 
not « bulldog cent on a greyhound's 
lerrand. Forward and aft from plank 
sheer to water line, there ia not one ill 
iwept line in her. 


To-the eyerof air old barnacle Sham- 


rock'* lapstreak shows a more danger- 
Din model than Columbia's. And that 
la not-afl of the broadside view that is 
aisquletlng. She i* a low lying craft, 
and yet has an elevation of bow and 
stern .that tastdntly catches the eye. 
Bhe will meet and pass over a heavy 
bead Ma far more easily than the old 
Shamrock did. 


The mot conspicuous feature of a 


broadside view, however, IB the ex- 
traordinary length of overhang at each 
ind. Here It a ship 137 feet long over 
all, ami yet but 89 feet and a few 
Incbei on {he water Ime. Her bow 
|aeeme to reach out about 28 feet over 
jibe water, her stern about 26.

\An7_ylew of eitbtr overhang if par- 


ticularly disquieting to the patriotic 
barnacle. Ji is impossible to find any 
defect in either. Watson has, Indeed, 
chopped off the bow at the extreme end 
and put a plate square across to sup- 
port the'bowsprit. It looks like the 
collision bulkhead of a ship that haa 
lost her stem, but it will never dip Into 
the sea, and the strength It gives to the 
bowsprit more than makes amends for 
the sawed off look. 


The stern overhang is doubtless the 


most observed feature of the hull, be- 
cause of the striking difference between 
It and the .stern of Shamrock L So fine 
are the lines there, in fact, that on* 
able critic has suggested that she may 
lack power. She may not be able to 
stand up a* well as she should, though 
we shall have to see her under sail in 
a 12 knot breeze before the matter can 
be determined. But an end view of the 
hull seems to show that she will stand 
up like an , icehouse—and frost the 
patriotic barnacles too. For there Is an 
ample flare in the hull above water. 
She flares like a saucer afloat or like 
a skimming dish, sayf It is a most 
remarkable feature of the boat

tween Weber Brothers, shoe manufac- 
turers of North Adams, Mass., here- 
inafter known as the Employer, and 
the Boot and Shoe Workers' 
union, 


with 
headquarters at 
434 Albany- 


Building, Boston, Mass., hereinafter 
known as the Union, witnesseth:— 


First. The "Union agrees to furnish its 


Union Stamp to the Employer free of 
charge, to make -no additional, price 
for the use of the Stamp, to make no 
discrimination between the -Employer 
and other firms, persons, or corpora- 
tions who may enter into an agree- 
ment with the Union for the use of the 
Union Stamp, and to make all reason- 
able 
effort to advertise 
the 
Union 


Stamp, and to create a demand for the 
Union Stamped products of the Em- 
ployer, in common with other employ- 
ers using the Union Stamp. 


Second. In 
consideration of 
the 


foregoing valuable priviliges, the Em- 
ployer agrees to hire as shoe workers, 
only members of the Boot and Shoe 
Workers' union, in good standing, and 
further agrees not to retain any shoe 
worker in his employment after 
re- 


ceiving notice from 
the Union that 


such shoe worker is objectionable to 
the Union, either on account of being 
in- arrears for dues, or disobedience of 
Pnion Rules or Laws, or from any 
other cause. 
, 


Third. The Employer agrees that he 


will not cause or allow 
the Union 


Stamp to be placed on any goods not 
made in the factory for which the use 
of the Union Stamp was granted. 


Fourth. It Is mutually agreed that 


the Union will not cause or sanction 
any strike, and that the Employer -v\ ill 
not lock out his employes while this 
agreement is !n force. 


A!' questions of wages or condition 


of labor, 
which cannot be 
mutually 


agreed 
upon, shall be submitted to 


the Massachusetts State Board of Ar- 
bitration. 


The decision of this board of arbi- 


tration 
shall be final and 
binding 


upon the employer, 
the union and the 


employes. 


Fifth. The union agrees to assist 


the employer in 
securing competent 


shoe workers to fill the places of any 
employes who refuse to abide by sec- 
tion four of this agreement, or who 
may withdraw or be expelled from the 
Boot and Shoe Workers' union, 


Sixth. The employer agrees that the 


union 
collectors in the factory shall 


not be hindered or obstructed in col- 
lecting the dues of members working 
in the factory. 


Seventh. The employer agrees that 


the general president 
or his 
deputy 


upon his -written order may visit the 
employes in the factory at any time. 


Eighth. The 
employer agrees that 


the union is the lawful owner of the 
union stamp. 


Ninth. The union 
agree* that no 


person except the genera?" president, or 
his deputy upon written order, shall 
have the right to demand or receive 
the union stamp from the employer. 


Tenth. Should the employer violate 


this agreement, he agrees to surren- 
der- the union stamp or stamps In his 
possession to the general president, or 
hla deputy 
upon his written 
order, 


and that the said genera* president or 
his 
deptuy may take said stamp or 


stamps, wherever they may be. with- 
out being liable for damages, or other 
wise. 


Eleventh. In case the said employer 


shall for any cause fail to deliver the 
said stamp or stamps to the general 
president or his deputy, as provided in 
this agreement, the employer shall be 
liable to the general president in the 
sum of two hundred (200) dollars 
as 


liquidated damages, to be recovered 
by the general president in an action 
of contract, brought in the name of 
the general president, for the benefit 
of the union, against the employer. 


Twelfth. This agreement shall re- 


main in force until August 1, 1S04. 


Should either party desire to alter, 


amend or annul this agreement, 
it 


shall 
give written notice thereof to 


the other 
party three months before 


expiration Of the agreement;

ClarKsburg's Claim Defended from 


Criticism by Clarksburg's Candidate 


Editor of the Transcript. 


Since the issue of your last week 


Wednesday's issue when the Clarks- 
burg claim for representative was pub 
lished I have heard from scores of men 
in Clarksburg and North Adams and 
have read several 
editorials in dif 


fei'ent neivspapers, all of which recog 
nize 
the justice and validity of the 


claim. I have heard nothing in oppo- 
sition to it until I saw in your Tues- 
day, August 13, edition, a communica- 
tion signed by Inquirer. He seems to 
ring up an alarm 
against some one 


man in Clarksburg and finally against 
Clarksburg's claim altogether. 


After showing clearly what his dls^ 


position in this matter is and that he 
is not going to be befuddled by some 
farmer up in Clarksburg he sets about 
disproving Clarksburg's 'claim. 
He 


makes 
two arguments for that pur- 


pose. He first states that "every ward 
of this city and Clarksburg constitute 
this representative district, the district 
is not divided into parts." The remain 
der of his statement makes it clearihat 
he means by this, 
that locality cuts 


no figure in determining claims, 
that 


it matters not what particular locality 
the candidate is 
from so long as he 


is a resident in any part of the entire 
district. We do not believe in such a 
theory. We have abundant proof that 
in. the different political 
districts in 


Berkshire county and throughout. the 
state that such a theory is rejected 
and set aside as unwise and unfair and 
that the broader plan of proportion- 
ate and equal representation is ad- 
hered to. Test his argument still far- 
ther. 
Suppose he is right and we 


wrong. Then what 
is proved? That 


Clarksburg is in order with a candi- 
date this or any other year. The fel- 
low did not mean to argue that Clarks 
burg had more rights than it was ask- 
ing for. 


Let us look into his next course of 


reasoning. 
H& continues 
from 
the 


first part of his argument by saying 
"and if it were every ward in this city 
having neairly three times as many 
votes 
as 
Clarksburg 
would 
have 


rights that would cast Clarksburg's 
in the shade." I do not know how 
large a community ought to be to cast 
the rights of a smaller one in the shade 


We believe and concede that if the 


population in any part or ward of 
North Adams is nearly three times as 
large as that of Clarksburg then there 
should be accredited to that part or 
ward nearly three times as much rep- 
resentation as to Clarksburg. That is 
the very foundation of Clarksburg's 
claim. 


Six years ago when this district was 


formed of North Adams and Clarks- 
burg, one twentieth"'part of the popu- 
lation were in Clarksburg. 


We now ask for one twentieth of *ae 


representation in the general court.
